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ag A Decline in Immigration 


CANADA’S IMMIGRATION POLICY has always been a matter of 
interest to many groups here. Any country with an area such as we have, 
and a relatively small population, is @lmost bound to be concerned with 
the possibility of increasing the population through bringing in people 
from other countries. Australia has encouraged immigration on a large 


, Scale, to develop that country, and most Canadians are aware of the part 
_ which immigration played in the settling” of the Western provinces in the 


early part of the present century. Between 1901 and 1911 nearly two 
million immigrants came to Western Canada, and an all-time record was: 
reached in 1913, when 400,870 ‘people came to make their homes there, 
, * * * * x 
During the First Great War immigration declined, 
Large Influx ‘and, although there was some activity after the war, 
it did not again reach the levels of the early part 
Followed War of the century. The last war again interfered with 
the bringing of new citizens to this .country, but following the war, immi- 
gration was encouraged and there was a large influx of people, many from 
the United Kingdom and from Western Europe. However, lack of shipping 
space, and regulations in the United Kingdom preventing people leaving 
that country from taking funds with them, all cut down on the numbers 
who might otherwise have come to Canada in the past five: years. 
* * * * * 
There has been some concern if official circles 
Are Concerned recently regarding the™decline in the flow of im- 
s migration from Europe. In the nine months end- 
Over Decline ing in October, 1950, the last period for which 
figures were available, the number of immigrants from the United Kingdom 
had decreased by 46 per cent., and the number from all countries by 28 
per cent. As a result of this falling off in thé numbers of new citizens 
coming to Canada, some immigration restrictions have been eased, and 
efforts have been made to secure reduced rates for air passage, and on 
ships for people wishing to come to settle in Canada. Efforts are also 
being made by Canadian agents abroad. to interest desirable immigrants 
in coming to Canada. There are already indications that there will be a 
shortage of farm labor in Canada in the coming year, and there are also 
shortages of skilled workers for some industries, It is to be hoped that 
the present effort of the Immigration department will result in raising the 
numbers of those entering Canada to more satisfactory levels.

To High Cost 
Of Meat. 


_4| LAC PELLETIER, Sask. — High 


costs of meat in Swift Current, Gull 
Lake’ and Shaunavon are driving 
people to find a good substitute for 
their steaks ahd pork chops, One 
answer is fish from Lac Pelletier. 

Mild weather and good roads have 
combined to make this thriving’ sum- 
mer resort into a happy hunting 
ground for fishermen. 

_Recently there were 22 sportsmen 
from these three points fishing 
through the ice at Lac Pelletier, and 
the fish were biting better than they 
did during most of the summer. 

Holes cut through the ice about 
10 rods from shore are providing the 
openings for the fishermen, and pork 
rinds are the best bait. The fish are 
hungry, and bite quickly. One fish- 
erman said in Swift Current that a 
party of three men had caught 150 
perch., He caught 22 himself in_an 
hour and a half, 

. “Even if we have to pay for the

SASKATOON, Sask.—Fifty million 


tons of. straw, Huge, by-product of | 


Canada’s agriculture, is produced an- 
nually. but most of it is either aban- 
doned or burned, 

That’s an estimate contained in a 
recent Cariadian Chamber of Com- 
merce booklet. published by its 
chemurgic committee. Authors G. A. 
Ledingham, J. B. Marshall and J, E. 
Stone of the national research labor- 
atories' dt Saskatoon and B. 8. Archi- 
bald of the Dominion department of 
agriculture advocate returning that 
straw production to the soil. 

They also urge greater reséarch, 
both in industrial and agricultural 
use of straw. 


Dr. Archibald said recent tests in 
western Canada show crop residue 
including. straw from a yield of 10 
bushels an acres#would return about 
900 pounds of organic matter an 
acre to the soil. Fertility is increas- 
ed and erosion lessened. 

Laboratory technicians, the book- 
let says, are studying various indus- 
trial uses of straw such as corrugat- 
‘ing ‘material, containers, structural 
boards and fuel briquettes. 7 

It was noted that “cereal straws” 
would: give a sheet of white writing 
paper almost indistinguishable from 
high-quality wood pulp bond, al-
